Monday , April  20th,  1914. 

THE  LORD  MAYOR  OF  BRISTOL  (Alderman  J.  Swaish)  in 
the  Chair.

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer. 

The  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  1913  was 

read. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  passed : — 

1st “ That  the  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  now 

read,  be  adopted,  and  that  they  be  printed  for  circulation 
among  the  Donors  and  Subscribers.” 

Proposed  by  The  Lord  Mayor  of  Bristol. 
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His  Lordship’s  speech  was  as  follows : — - 

“ The  study  of  the  condition  of  the  Blind  is  both  interesting 
and  pathetic.  Their  limitations  and  their  possibilities — the  com- 
pensation which,  in  some  cases,  nature  has  given  them  to  make  up 
for  their  great  deprivation,  and  the  genius  which  at  times  asserts 
itself  beyond  their  misfortunes,  enables  them  to  do  great  things. 
You  may  have  noticed,  too,  that  many  of  them  are  bright  and  good- 
tempered  people  and,  although  sightless,  they  manage  to  keep  a 
cheerful  face. 


One  lamentable  reflection  is  there  are  many  more  blind  people 
than  need  be.  Some  infants  are  born  with  certain  diseases  of  the 
eyes  which,  if  promptly  attended  to,  would  preserve  the  sight,  but 
which,  if  neglected,  result  in  permanent  blindness.  These  diseases 
are  now  made  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  the  hope  is  cherished 
that  the  number  of  blind  will  be  greatly  diminished. 


Neglect  by  mothers  of  their  children  in  some  cases  of  infantile 
diseases,  such  as  measles,  have  occasioned  blindness,  and  now  we 
are  trying  to  teach  mothers  to  be  more  efficient — we  must  teach 
them  to  take  care  of  their  children’s  sight. 


How  very  diversified  are  blind  people  ! \ ou  cannot  put  them 

all  in  one  pen  like  a flock  of  sheep.  They  differ  from  each  other 
to  an  astonishing  degree.  Some  have  but  one  talent,  and  of  so 
poor  a quality  as  not  to  deserve  the  name.  Others  have  ten  talents, 
and  are  of  great  influence  and  power.  John  Milton  was  blind,  and 
not  many  men  have  outshone  him  in  intelligence  or  poetic  genius. 
Fawcett  was  a statesman,  a man  of  extraordinary  business  ability 
and  a successful  postmaster  general.  Colston  Hall  is  sometimes 
crammed  to  hear  a blind  man  play  the  organ,  and  amongst  musical 
composers  and  players  the  blind  occupy  a conspicuous  place. 


In  connection  with  the  Bristol  Institution,  are  blind  people 
ond  of  literature?  One  man  is  following  Gibbon  through  the 
varying  fortunes  of  the  Roman  Empire.  I was  glad  to  see  you 
have  such  a fine  library  of  books-1,100  volumes  is  stated  in  the 
report  books  of  general  education,  of  history  and  travel,  of  science 
and  poetry  and  fiction.  These  sightless  people  have  found  a 
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companion  in  Dickens,  and  Thackeray  and  Sir  Walter  Scott.  They 
are  familiar  with  the  characters  of  Shakespeare,  and  they  know  the 
Word  of  God.  The  universe  is  not  to  them  a sealed  volume:  the 
eyes  of  their  mind  enable  them  to  see  the  wonders  of  the  world 
in  which  they  live,  with  them  imagination  has  a great  range,  whilst 
memory  is  most  tenacious,  and  so,  happily,  existence  is  not  to  them 
an  absolute  blank. 

My  visit  to  your  workshops  reminded  me  that  sightless  people 
need  not  live  useless  lives.  People  without  sight  can  work.  In 
your  own  workshops  you  have  skilled  workers  who  deftly,  and  with 
unfaltering  precision,  manipulate  delicate  materials  and  produce 
articles  of  exquisite  beauty.  These  people  are  able  to  earn  fair 
wages.  They  would  earn  more  but  for  two  reasons : they  cannot 
compete  with  machinery  for  cheap  production,  and  another  reason 
is  that  people  do  not  generally  buy  the  best  hand-made  goods,  so 
the  skilled  blind  worker  has  to  suffer. 

I was  pleased  to  see  that  the  Bristol  Board  of  Guardians  have 
resolved  to  make  a generous  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  In- 
stitution. Not  many  ratepayers  will  object  to  that.  It  is  much 
better  to  remove  these  unfortunate  people  from  the  province  of  the 
poor  law ; to  be  a pauper  is  to  them  a hateful  stigma,  a degrading 
position.  If,  by  the  good  intentions  of  the  guardians,  these  blind 
ones  can  be  removed  from  pauperism  and  cared  for  by  a benevolent 
institution  such  as  yours,  the  arrangement  will  be  a better  one  in 
every  way. 

I must  only  refer  briefly  to  the  report,  which  is  encouraging. 
The  name  of  Joseph  Storrs  Fry  is  mentioned,  and  it  has  been  a 
conspicuous  item  in  the  reports  of  all  the  Charitable  Institutions 
which  I have  attended,  until  it  is  difficult  to  find  fresh  words  in 
which  to  mention  the  variety  and  generosity  of  his  gifts;  but  it  is 
a tribute  to  his  great  excellence  that  it  is  not  easy  to  find  adequate 
expression  to  set  forth  his  kindly  deeds. 

The  work  amongst  the  young  is  encouraging.  It  is  curious  to 
me  that  blind  children  should  take  an  interest  in  gardening,  and 
that  the  boys  should  be  able  to  play  football.  I am  not  surprised 
that  in  music  it  is  possible  to  tell  a satisfactory  tale. 
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My  visit  to  the  workshops  was  very  interesting.  Three  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  met  me  there — Alderman  Sheppard  and 
Councillors  Francombe  and  Budgett,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Work- 
shops’ Committee.  It  occurred  to  me  how  many  good  and  bene- 
ficient  works  receive  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Council,  and 
I heartily  thanked  those  gentlemen  for  the  interest  they  took  in  this 
work.  There  was  one  woman  there  who  was  deaf  as  well  as  blind, 
and  I thought  she  was  shut  up  in  a very  small  cell;  but  the  Lady 
Superintendent  made  her  understand  I was  there.  She  wrote  on 
the  woman’s  forehead  “ THE,”  and  the  woman  spelt  the  word  as 
it  was  written;  then  she  wrote  “ LORD,”  and  the  woman  spelt  it 
and  looked  serious;  she  thought  it  was  something  religious,  and  it 
was  evident  she  was  puzzled.  Then  the  word  was  written 
“MAYOR.”  The  woman  said,  “Mayor!  what,  the  Lord  Mayor”? 
and  thrust  out  her  hand  for  a handshake,  her  face  all  beaming  with 
joy.  Some  large  firms  remember  the  blind  workers,  and  give  orders 
for  work  so  as  to  keep  them  going.  In  these  days  of  competition 
I must  not  forget  men  and  women  who  are  not  blind  and  who 
are  engaged  in  the  same  kind  of  industry,  hut  if  just  a little  work 
here  and  there  was  diverted  to  the  blind  it  would  not  be  likely  to 
harm  anyone,  and  we  should  make  it  easier  to  carry  on  the  noble 
work  which  this  Institution  has  in  hand.  ” 


Mr.  C.  T.  Budgett  seconded  the  resolution  and  spoke  par- 
ticularly about  the  adults.  He  said  a great  deal  of  attention  was 
being  paid  to  them  just  now.  While  Government  were  making 
definite  provision  for  blind  school  children,  there  had  been  no  pro- 
vision so  far  for  adults,  for  whom  times  were  more  difficult  than 
ever  in  competing  in  the  market.  That  being  so,  something  must 
be  done.  In  their  workshops  there  were  about  100  people  who  did 
not  earn  by  legitimate  work  as  much  as  those  who  begged  in  the 
streets.  That  state  of  things  ought  not  to  be  allowed  (hear,  hear) 
At  present  they  were  absolutely  unable  to  alter  the  existing  con- 
ditions, and  they  had  not  sufficient  income  to  give  the  workers 
adequate  remuneration  to  furnish  them  with  food  and  lodgings. 

hat  being  so,  someone  must  step  in.  Mr.  Wills  had  realised  this, 
and  he  had  started  a collection  to  enable  the  Committee  to  in- 
crease the  wages  of  the  workers  in  the  shops  and  those  outside 
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who  are  endeavouring  to  earn  a livelihood.  It  was  for  the  public 
to  respond.  Some  people  were  of  opinion  that  that  was  a rich 
Institution;  but  the  speaker  showed  by  analysis  of  receipts  and 
expenditure  that  the  Committee  was  not  able  to  find  enough  money.

One  Hundred  and  Twenty-first  Annual  Report. 


IN  presenting  the  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  X913,  the  Committee  believe 
that  the  subscribers,  donors,  and  friends  of  the  Royal  School  of 
Industry  will  feel  satisfied  that  the  position  of  the  Institution  shews 
a decided  improvement  on  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  Committee  desire  in  the  first  place  to  express 
Committee,  their  deep  and  lasting  regret  at  the  loss  the  Institu- 
tion sustained  in  1913,  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Storrs  Fry.  He  was  a true  friend  to  the  Bristol  Asylum  for 
the  Blind,  as  well  as  being  its  greatest  benefactor.  The  improve- 
ments of  the  past  few  years  would  have  been  impossible  but  for 
Mr.  Fry’s  generosity.  As  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee, 
his  wise  and  far-seeing  counsel  has  often  been  of  invaluable  service, 
and  the  inmates  of  the  Institution  knew  that  they  had  in  Mr.  Fry 
a friend  who  was  genuinely  interested  in  their  welfare,  both 
spiritual  and  temporal. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Francombe,  on  ceasing  to  be  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Guardians,  which  body  he  represented  on  the  Workshops  Com- 
mittee, was  unanimously  elected  a member  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee. The  present  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Byrt,  now  represents  the  Board,  together  with  Mrs.  Webb,  on 
the  Workshops  Committee. 

The  Rev.  T.  J.  Bowen  was  invited  to  join  the  Committee  in 
May  last  and  was  duly  elected. 

The  financies  of  the  Institution  shew  an  improve- 
Finance.  ment  on  the  position  disclosed  in  last  year’s  Report, 
the  total  deficit  on  the  working  of  the  Institution 
beinir  ^411  as  compared  with  ^706  in  1912.  The  situation  is 
still  attended  with  anxiety,  and  there  is  need  for  continued  economy 
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and  watchfulness  in  all  departments,  and  a still  more  pressing 
need  for  a wider  interest  in  the  Institution  ■ work  and  for  more 
subscriptions  from  the  charitable  public.  But  it  shot, M be  stated 
that  the  outlook  is  more  promising  than  it  was.  The  und o th 
Institution  are  gradually  recovering  from  the  heavy  c I s that  have 
been  made  upon  them  during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  numbers 
at  the  School  at  Westbury  are  steadily  going  up. 


During  the  year,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills, 
a new  Fund,  entitled  the  Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund,  has  been 
started,  and  two  collectors  have  been  at  work.  The  response  to 
appeals  made  by  them  has  been  fairly  satisfactory  but  the  Com- 
mittee trust  that  they  may  have  the  co-operation  of  those  who  are 
already  interested  in  the  Institution  in  enlisting  the  sympathy  and 
the  practical  help  of  many  more  subscribers. 


Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Teaching 
Education.  gtaff  s;nce  the  issue  of  the  last  Annual  Report. 

Mr.  P.  Gray,  the  Headmaster,  left  in  September,  1913,  to 
take  up  a new  position  in  Montreal,  having  been  appointed  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Blind  School  in  that  city.  Mr.  Gray  had  been  Head 
Teacher  of  the  Bristol  Blind  School  for  eight  years  and  his  de- 
parture has  caused  a gap  that  is  not  easy  to  fill,  in  more  senses 
than  one.  Fully  qualified  Head  Teachers  are  not  often  disen- 
gaged, but  after  more  than  six  months,  during  which  Mr.  A.  H. 
James  has  very  ably  filled  the  position  of  acting  Headmaster,  the 
Committee  have  succeeded  in  securing  Mr.  A.  Cowan,  Head- 
master of  the  Wavertree  School  for  the  Blind,  and  he  will  shortly 
enter  upon  his  duties. 

Miss  G.  Thomas,  Infants’  Teacher,  obtained  an  appointment 
at  Elm  Court  School  for  the  Blind,  under  the  London  County 
Council,  in  July,  1913. 

Mr.  F.  E.  Hamblin,  Assistant  Master,  left  in  December, 
1913,  to  take  up  a position  under  the  Gloucestershire  Education 
Committee. 

Miss  L.  Lye  was  in  August,  1913,  appointed  Infants’  Teacher. 
She  had  then  just  completed  her  training  at  the  Diocesan  Training 
College  at  Fishponds. 
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Mr.  E.  T.  Cosslett,  from  the  Bristol  University  Training 
College,  was  appointed  in  September,  1913. 

Miss  Fricke  gained  an  Honours  Diploma  at  the  Examination 
held  in  May,  1913,  by  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind. 

In  spite  of  these  changes  in  the  Staff,  the  work  in  the 
Schoolroom  has  gone  on  steadily.  The  children  take  a very  keen 
and  intelligent  interest  in  their  studies,  and,  everything  considered, 
the  work  is  very  encouraging. 

Dr.  Eicholz,  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Special  Schools, 
visited  and  inspected  the  School  on  June  10th,  1913.  He  ex- 
pressed himself  as  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  School,  but 
in  accordance  with  the  present  practice  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
he  did  not  send  in  a written  report.

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  this 
Manual  Branch  of  the  Education  of  Blind  Children.  Their 

Training.  whole  future  depends  on  it.  A very  large  propor- 

tion of  blind  people  follow  manual  occupations,  and 
as  many  blind  children  are  by  nature  “ handless,”  the  great  im- 
portance of  Manual  Training  will  be  readily  understood. 

Excellent  work  has  been  done  in  this  direction  during  the 
past  year.  The  children  have  responded  splendidly  to  the  efforts 
put  forth  by  the  teachers.  The  manual  work,  taken  altogether, 
is  in  a very  efficient  state.

Physical  Training  for  the  blind  is  of  supreme  im- 
portance. Blind  children  are  naturally  nervous  and 
very  dependent  on  others  for  their  movements. 
Strenuous  efforts  are  made  to  get  the  children  to 
become  absolutely  independent  of  one  another,  and 
these  efforts,  which  are  made  during  “ Physical 
have  met  with  an  encouraging  amount  of  success. 
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Both  the  boys  and  the  girls  take  a very  great  interest  in  their 
gardens,  and  the  promise  of  prizes  has  caused  quite  a healthy 
rivalry  to  spring  up  amongst  the  young  gardeners. 

The  keeping  of  poultry  and  rabbits  forms  a splendid  recreation 
for  several  of  the  boys,  and  many  of  them  are  tremendously  keen 
on  football : this  is  an  excellent  thing,  for  playing  football  teaches 
a lad  to  be  self-reliant,  unselfish,  and  a sportsman,  and  also  tends 
to  foster  that  “ esprit  de  corps,”  which  is  so  essential  to  a school. 

First-rate  work  has  again  been  done  in  this  depart- 
Music.  ment.  Four  pupils  were  examined  by  the  Incorpor- 
ated Society  of  Musicians  in  December,  1913.  They 
all  passed,  one  gaining  Honours,  and  two  others  Distinction.  One 
pupil  gained  a Certificate  of  Distinction  in  Organ  playing  at  the 
I.S.M.  examination  and  one  pupil  also  passed  the  Trinity  College 
Intermediate  Examination  in  Organ  playing,  with  Honours. 

These  results  are  highly  creditable,  for  blind  candidates  are 
subjected  to  quite  as  severe  tests  as  sighted  pupils,  and  one  must 
bear  in  mind  that  a blind  candidate  has  to  play  everything  from 
memory. 

During  the  past  year  one  pupil  has  gained  a Musical  Scholar- 
ship, and  he  is  now  resident  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the 
Blind,  Norwood. 

Three  very  successful  concerts  were  given  by  the  pupils  during 
the  past  year,  and  at  the  Midsummer  Concert  several  people  ex- 
pressed pleasure  at  the  singing  of  the  “ Juniors.” 

In  November,  1913,  the  music  pupils  attended  an  Organ 
Reatal  at  the  Colston  Hall  by  Mr.  Alfred  Hollins,  the  celebrated 
Blind  Organist,  and  enjoyed  it  immensely.

Twelve  candidates  were  prepared  for  Confirmation 
Confirmation  and  presented  at  the  JLaying-on  of  Hands  by  the 
Bishop  of  Bristol,  in  Westbury  Parish  Church,  on 
November  7th. 


In  November  last  a combined  meeting  of  delegates 
Government  from  Blind  and  Deaf  Schools  was  held  at  Derby  with 
Grant.  the  object  of  taking  steps  to  bring  pressure  upon  the 
Government  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  present 
grant.  The  result  was  a deputation  to  the  Board  of  Education  in 
January,  1914,  when  Mr.  Pease,  the  Minister  of  Education, 
pledged  the  Government  to  give  the  matter  their  serious  considera- 
tion. The  Bristol  Institution  was  represented  by  Mr.  C.  H.  B. 
Elliott  and  Mr.  Hardy. 


The  health  of  the  pupils,  with  the  exception  of 
Health.  tiresome  outbreaks  of  measles  and  chicken-pox,  has 
been  fairly  normal. 


The  Financial  problem  concerned  in  the  employment 
Workshops,  of  the  blind,  both  men  and  women,  has  become  in- 
creasingly difficult  because  of  the  introduction  of 
machinery  either  in  connection  with,  or  to  supercede  handwork. 
Moreover,  the  great  variation  in  the  skill  and  ability  of  blind  people 
makes  the  standardising  of  work  and  payments  impracticable  on 
any  large  scale. 

The  work-people,  who  number  at  present  40  men  and  50 
women,  have  during  the  past  year  done  well.  In  the  Basket- 
making and  Mat-making  Departments  good  work  has  been  turned 
out,  and  in  the  latter  Department  particularly,  improved  methods 
have  been  adopted  with  good  results. 

The  Weaving  Department  has  done  excellent  work  during  the 
year,  particularly  in  the  production  of  household  clothes  and  linen. 
It  is  hoped  that  ladies  wishing  from  time  to  time  to  replenish  their 
stocks  will  give  the  work  of  our  Blind  Weavers  a trial. 
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The  Knitting  Department  has  been  very  successful,  and  the 
quality  of  the  work  done  has  much  improved.  Some  very  fine 
hand-knitted  work  has  been  done,  and  special  efforts  have  been 
made  to  bring  this  before  the  public.  Though  so  much  knitting 
is  now  produced  by  machinery,  there  is  still  room  for  high- 
class  hand-knitted  goods,  and  the  Committee  can  with  confidence 
recommend  their  stock  to  ladies  who  prefer  quality  to  mere  cheap- 
ness, which  in  the  end  is  apt  to  prove  costly.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  the  sales  in  all  Departments  have  largely  increased-  The 
Workshops  can  unfortunately  never  be  said  to  be  self  supporting, 
the  actual  value  of  work  done  affording  only  a low  average  wage, 
but  even  so,  the  wages  actually  earned  have  amounted  during  the 
year  to  ^£1,250. 

It  has  long  been  felt  that  unless,  and  until,  the  Government 
makes  some  provision  for  the  blind  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
pecuniary  aid  to  be  found,  in  order  to  increase  the  wages  of  these 
poor  people  beyond  what  they  can  actually  earn. 

The  Committee  last  year  determined  to  start  a 
Blind  Special  Fund  for  this  purpose,  to  be  called  the  Blind 
Workers’  Workers’  Help  Fund,  and  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills  has 
Help  Fund,  generously  defrayed  all  the  expenses  in  connection 
with  the  collection  of  this  Fund,  in  addition  to  sub- 
scribing largely  to  it.  The  Committee  gratefully 
acknowledge  his  generous  aid,  and  the  support  which  has  been  so 
liberally  given  to  them.  They  feel  sure  that  when  the  facts  are 
known  public-spirited  people  will  come  forward  to  assist  them  in 
giving  a fair  wage  to  those  who  though  so  greatly  handicapped  are 
endeavouring  to  support  themselves  by  their  handiwork.

ladies,  to  whom  the  Committee  desire  to  offer  their  grateful  thanks 
for  their  voluntary  help. 
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Thanks  are  also  due  to  those  ladies  in  various  towns 
who  during  the  year  have  enabled  our  saleswoman, 
Mrs.  James,  to  exhibit  her  goods,  and  to  have  the 
benefit  of  the  patronage  of  their  friends. 

The  work  of  the  three  Blind  Home  Teachers  has  pro- 
ceeded on  the  usual  lines  during  the  year,  and  has 
proved  very  helpful  to  numbers  of  the  blind,  particu- 
larly those  who  are  aged  and  infirm,  where  the  visit 
of  the  reader  is  eagerly  looked  for.  The  new  teacher,  Ward,  has 
now  practically  acquainted  himself  with  all  the  blind  in  his  district, 
and  has  shewn  much  interest  in  his  work. 

The  Library  now  contains  over  1,100  volumes, 
The  Library,  which  are  available  not  only  for  those  in  the  Institu- 
tion, but  are  taken  by  the  Home  Teachers  to  readers 
all  over  the  city. 

A new  Primer  of  Braille  has  lately  been  issued  suitable  for 
those  who  are  compelled  to  take  up  Braille  late  in  life.  Copies 
have  been  procured  for  the  Teachers,  who  are  finding  it  most 
useful.

This  is  an  Educational  Institut  :ort,  and  is  only  available  for  those  blind  children 
and  young  people  who  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction.  This  Institution  is  not 
an  Asylum  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.

Persons  desiring  an  “ Application  Form  " should  write  to  the  Superintendent,  to 
whom  the  form,  when  filled  up,  should  be  returned.

All  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  Certificate  of  Birth. 

ELECTION  OF  PUPILS— 

All  Pupils  are  elected  by  the  Committee. 

qualifications. 

Applicants  are  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  of  five  years  until  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  but  preference  is  given  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be  totally  blind 
or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  sight  to  read  ordinary  school  books  of  sighted  children. 
Thev  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which  would  prevent  them 
receiving  instruction  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

VACCINATION — 

Ail  Pupils  must  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to  admission. 


TERMS — 

The  terms  for  pupils  are  £30  per  annum  for  maintenance  and  clothing,  paid  quarterly 
or  half-yearlv.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  payments  are  by  no  means 
sufficient  for  maintenance  and  education,  the  remainder  being  supplied  from  the 
charitable  funds  ot  the  Institution.  f , . ..... 

In  case  the  parents  are  too  poor  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  their  child  s 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Authority  for  the 
district  in  which  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take  steps  to 
educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  It  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authority  ma\  demand 
from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child  s education.  The  Guardians 
of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of  sixteen ; and  it  the 
parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Guardians.
